A few days ago the GAZETTE pub- 
lishetfan account of a young man who 
had been stealing garden and carpen­ 
ter tools in a cold blooded sort of way. 


His modus operandus was to take 
his coat off and hide it in the grass, 
and then go to the houses near him 
and ask for the loan of some tool, 
stating that he had a little job of work 
to do at one of the neighbors. 


He worked this racket very success­ 
fully in Lorin and other parts of Berke­ 
ley for several days after which he and 
the tools disappeared as completely as 
though the ground had opened and 
swallowed him up. 


On Tuesday he made his appear­ 
ance in Alameda but his thieving pro­ 
clivities had been heralded in advance 


of his visit and when he commenced 
to borrow tools over there he was ap­ 
prehended and marched to jail on a 
charge of burglary. 


He gives the name of Charles Ray­ 
mond and if he is not convicted on the 
Alameda charge 
there arc several 
charges to be made against him by 
people living in Berkeley.

Not the least of these was the big 
Judson claim which formed the basis 


of the subsequent suit against the 
Giant Powder Company. 
The Judson 
people brought suit to recover $80,- 
000. 
The case was bitterly fought ip 
the courts. 


In the course ot the trial the fact 
was brought out that 200 tons of dyna­ 
mite and seven tons of black powder 
had been exploded at the time. The 
defense was that the Judson Company 
had sold the property to the giant 
powder people, knowing the purpose 
to which the land was'to be put.
